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AND BRIGHT IN ALL HER TENDER HUES.” 
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Loch Leven is a picturesque and historically faipous 
lake in Kinross-shire, measuring about 3^ miles across by 
2 miles long. A particularly interesting spot is the Castle 
Island (one of seven islets in the lake) on which is the 
fortress in which Mary Queen of Scots was imprisoned 
from June 1567 to May 1568, and from which she eventually 
escaped through the agency of the enamoured Douglas. 
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
